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To the Members of the City Council : 

We have just taken an oath of office which invests 
us with civic authority. How well we conform to that 
oath will determine our efficiency as public servants. 
Custom prescribes an inaugural address from the 
Mayor. It is a pleasing custom, but of little lasting ef- 
fect unless official conduct is in keeping with its recom- 
mendations. 

We have been elected to office for one purpose, to 
conserve the public good. To become unmindful of our 
duty in this respect is simply to lessen our usefulness as 
public officials. I will admit that situations develop a 
wide breach at times between public and private inter- 
ests. It is then that the test of serious-minded purpose 
comes into play. If we bridge that gap with a proper 
realization of public duty no more may be reasonably 
expected of us. In this connection, also, it would be 
mighty helpful to the public official if the average citizen 
would give serious thought to his relations with civic 
administration. It might decrease the number of re- 
quests presented to public officials based upon more or 
less selfish interests. 

GOVERNMENT FUNCTIONS DEFINED. 

Let us start with a clear understanding of our rel- 
ative powers and duties. As Mayor, my duties are ex- 
ecutive. I do not interpret that to mean I am permitted 
to dominate every public situation. We shall operate 
under Plan B form of charter which differs but little 
from that form of charter in effect last year. 

The Mayor’s powers are quite clearly defined, and 
I shall try to conduct my office within the limitations pre- 
scribed. Executive power does not give me the right to 
ride rough-shod over everybody and everything. I may 
exercise supervision over the conduct of departments, 
but may not dictate policies or interfere with their rou- 
tine operation. It is only when a department fails, in 
my opinion, to function properly, that I may step in with 
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recommendations for improvements, or as a last resort 
the drastic power of removal, subject to the approval of 
the City Council. 

DUTIES OF DEPARTMENT HEADS. 

Administrative heads are charged with proper con- 
duct of their respective departments and are answer- 
able to the Mayor and City Council for their official acts. 
They need pay no heed to attempts at interference or 
dictation from the Mayor or members of the City Council 
individually. They shall carry out the wishes of the 
Mayor and City Council as officially expressed by vote, 
order or resolution. It will be my purpose to sustain 
heads of departments in such conduct of their offices 

Yon are charged with the legislative function of 
government. You may originate matters of public poli- 
cy, recommend that the Mayor do certain things, which 
in your opinion are for the best interests of the city. I 
may veto an order or resolution, but if you pass it over 
my veto I interpret my duty to be to put into effect such 
order or resolution even though T am not in accord with 
its provisions. 


A PLEA FOR CO-OPERATION. 

It is my duty to originate the budget for the appro- 
priations of the different departments. It is your duty 
to accept same or revise downward if you think I am too 
liberal. It is my duty to present capable and good nom- 
inations for your consideration. It is your duty to con- 
firm same in the absence of any reasonable or justifiable 
cause against confirmation. The most essential feature 
of onr relations should be that we work in harmony with 
one another, that we co-operate with confidence and clear 
understanding of our responsibilities, that we share 
alike the wise and unwise features of our administra- 
tion. In other words, that we get together today and 
pull unitedly throughout the year for the common good 
of our city. As Mayor, I offer you that kind of relation- 
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ship and plead for the same in return. There is a right 
way to do things, and a wrong way. As men we should 
know pretty well which pathway we are travelling. It is 
all right to talk of our sincere purposes, but it is our offi- 
cial conduct and action that count. 

WANTS AN HONEST TAX RATE. 

We have work to do and plenty of it. The outlook, 
especially from a financial standpoint, is not very invit- 
ing. Our resources are bone dry. We have no accumu- 
lated sources of revenue to draw from. The drawing 
was well done last year. There are hut two sources of 
revenue from which to maintain departments this year. 
One, direct taxation of the people; the other, estimated 
revenue receipts. I want an honest tax rate this year, 
even though it may mean an increased tax rate. 

I want no supplemental budget this year after the 
tax levy for the year is determined. That kind of pro- 
cedure is not playing square with our citizens. If a 
great calamity, affecting the health and safety of our cit- 
izens, overtook this city during the past few months, 
there was not available a source of revenue sufficient to 
meet such an emergency. All revenues had been tapped 
to provide supplemental appropriations for departments 
to operate during the year. It may be high finance, but 
it is not honest finance. Let us figure a true budget at 
the beginning of the year and stick to it. 

MUST NOT EXCEED APPROPRIATIONS. 

The trouble to my mind is that department heads 
do not take seriously enough original appropriations 
voted them and govern their expenditures accordingly. 
They feel they will be helped at the end of the year and 
why worry?-— just go ahead and spend to the limit and 
ask for more. I hardly blame them at this late day to fol- 
low established custom. Within my recollection there 
has never been a head of a department removed from 
office for exceeding an original appropriation. If an ex- 
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ample was once made, however, there would be an end to 
extravagance in departmental expenditures. Suppose 
we get up enough courage to do it this year. It might 
prove a solution to our financial problems. 

Another habit that should be stopped is the prac- 
tice of heads of departments withholding from month to 
month certification for payments of invoices contracted 
in previous months. It is not unusual for the city to 
withhold payments on invoices three to four months. It 
simply permits juggling of appropriations and is unfair 
to the firm or individual who is obliged to await the 
pleasure of the department head as to when a bill shall 
be paid. I would recommend that an ordinance be draft- 
ed directing heads of departments to so certify for pay- 
ment the succeeding month invoices contracted the pre- 
vious month. If a reason exists for failure to certify, 
then they are to furnish the invoices withheld for pay- 
ment. with reasons stated thereon, to the Mayor for 
transmission to the City Council. 

I would recommend that the City Council author- 
ize the Mayor to communicate with the director of the 
state department of finance to have a complete and thor- 
ough audit made of our financial situation at once with 
the object in view of discovering the weak spots in our 
financial structure and of recommending where improve- 
ment should be made and letting us know how we stand 
today. We should know the truth, however painful it 
may be.

Tlie department started tliis year with a net short- 
age of $58,000. Its receipts in excess of appropriations 
total $35,000, making a net shortage at the beginning of 
this year of $23,000. No money was borrowed last year 
for work of a permanent nature, which means that a two- 
year program of permanent work must be inaugurated 
this year. 

INCREASE OP TEMPORARY LOANS.

In order to provide working capital for the run- 
ning of departments last year it was necessary to bor- 
row in temporary loans an amount of $450,000 over that 
of the previous year. Let me make this comment. We 
start off to manage a $5,000,000 corporation this year 
without one cent of surplus money.

In other words, the sum of $266,200.92 has been ap- 
propriated for current expenses which was not included 
in this year’s tax levy, if this amount had been includ- 
ed in the original budget of appropriations and tax levy, 
it would have represented an increase in the tax rate of 
$2.23. Let me add also that there were outstanding bills 
as per schedule of the purchasing agent’s office on Dec. 
28, not yet certified for payment, totalling $44,000. 

INEQUALITY IN SALARIES. 

Favoritism has permitted inequality in the wages 
paid to clerks and subordinates in the various depart- 
ment offices of the city. It is time to stop it and regu- 
late wages to clerks and subordinate employees upon a 
fixed standard of justice and equality. I would recom- 
mend that a special committee of the City Council be ap- 
pointed to study this matter at once and perfect legis- 
lation that will control department heads in the raising 
of wages with special attention to an immediate revision 
on equitable basis for all. I am confident that a commit- 
tee may be appointed from the City Council with suffi- 
cient courage to undertake the task and see it through. 

BUDGET AND AUDITING COMMISSION. 

I would recommend the retention of the system known 
as the budget and auditing commission with enlarged 
powers. Such a board might properly be designated as 
a budget and auditing department supervising the work 
of the auditing department and other financial details 
of city affairs with powers now in conflict with the pow- 
ers now vested in the city auditor under the general laws. 

BOARD OF PUBLIC SERVICE. 

The operation of such a system as the board of pub- 
lic service has undoubtedly given general satisfaction, 
and an ordinance should be immediately drafted follow- 
ing out practically the powers and duties of such a board 
as defined in the old charter. The total appropriations 
voted in 1922 for all special departments under the board 
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of public service, excluding the water department and 
including street lighting, make a grand total of 
$1,412,776.49. This is an immense sum and requires the 
greatest care and supervision in expenditures. There 
has been altogether too much interference and dictation 
in the affairs of the departments operating under the 
board of public service the past year, which must be 
avoided in the future if the best results are to be secured. 
This system has proven that our city employees can, un- 
der such a plan, take care of our streets far better than 
outside labor. It might be well to consider separating 
the water department from the jurisdiction of such a 
board and operating it as a separate department. This 
department has been given but little attention during 
the past year in the matter of permanent improvements. 

CHARITY DEPARTMENT. 

This department, as you know, includes the Chelms- 
ford Street Hospital, outdoor relief and mothers 7 aid 
Its expenditures last year were as follows : 


Chelmsford Street Hospital $136,000 

Outdoor relief 67,000 

Mothers 7 aid 92,000 


I am greatly interested in this department and be- 
lieve much needed improvements may be effected. In 
the Chelmsford Street Hospital there are at present 
about 400 inmates ; the number has reached as high as 
600. In my opinion, to maintain the proper standard of 
service at this institution the entire time of a capable 
superintendent is required. No citizen objects to wise 
expenditures for the upkeep of the City Hospital, but 
with unwise supervision much waste may, and has oc- 
curred. One reason is that the superintendent of chari- 
ties, who is also the superintendent of the Chelmsford 
Street Hospital, cannot be expected to journey two miles 
to his office at City Hall daily to supervise outdoor relief 
and mothers 7 aid and give the care and attention that is 
required at the hospital. I would recommend that an 
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ordinance be drafted separating the functions of this de- 
partment. One department to be known as the city hos- 
pital department, and the other department as outdoor 
relief and mothers’ aid. A man may prove a capable 
superintendent of the city hospital and yet lack the neces- 
sary training or judgment to efficiently look after the 
many necessary details in the operation of outdoor re- 
lief and mothers’ aid. The law governing mothers’ aid 
went into effect in 1913, and is one of the best pieces of 
legislation ever enacted. It is a form of aid given to 
mothers with dependent children under 14 years of age. 
The state reimburses the city for one-tliird of the amount 
expended. The old system, as you know, turned children 
over to the state to be placed in private homes or insti- 
tutions. 

The mother is now given adequate assistance, which 
enables her to keep her children and her home together. 
I would recommend that mothers’ aid be paid weekly in- 
stead of monthly as is now done. 

WOULD ALTER AID SYSTEM. 

In my opinion it is about time to abolish the present 
system of distribution of provisions and fuel to the poor. 
A one-horse team now draws up to the door of the needy 
with the entire neighborhood looking on and the same 
articles of provision are given without variety or the par- 
ticular needs of the family being considered. 

In about every city and town in the state, orders of 
a certain cash value for food are given on stores where 
persons with one of these orders, subject to proper re- 
striction, may purchase whatever they need or can use. 
It would seem a more humane method of treatment of the 
poor. 

INSURANCE. 

It is my intention to make a thorough investigation 
of insurance as applied to city property. I am of the 
opinion that some city property is over-insured, and oth- 
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er property perhaps is under-insured. In 1921 the sum 
of $8200 was expended for insurance. This past year 
$20,000 lias been expended, with more to come. It is a 
situation that requires serious consideration. 


THE SCHOOLS. 

The new charter directs that the Mayor shall be 
chairman of the School Board. The position is not a very 
alluring one, and personally T would much prefer that 
such duties were not imposed upon me. However, I 
shall endeavor to meet my responsibilities in the conduct 
of this department with firmness and justice. Total ap- 
propriations for the maintenance of the schools last year 
amounted to $1,166,614.61. Expenditures have exceeded 
that amount by $35,309.79, which makes a total 
of $1,201,924.40. I do not hesitate to say that there is 
altogether too much freedom in voting increases in sal- 
aries in this department. Increasing salaries in any de- 
partment, with a shortage showing in said department, is 
surely not a justifiable action. An extravagant school 
board can defeat the aims of the most conservative and 
economical City Council that ever existed. No citizen 
objects to conservative expenditures for schools, but such 
lack of objection is not to be construed as a license for 
wild extravagance in the name of education. 

As chairman of the School Board, I will endeavor 
to secure co-operation between the School Board and the 
City Council, especially in the matter of expenditures of 
public money. One thing I will stop, as far as it is with- 
in my power— the unwarranted raising of salaries in this 
department. I do not object to any man or woman ob- 
taining a reasonable salary. There is, however, such a 
thing as going far beyond bounds in advancing salaries. 
Many salaries in the school department are already more 
than top-heavy. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department has progressed without much 
material change during the past year. Its appropria- 
tions for 1922 amounted to $409,640.47, an increase of 
$33,835. 83 over 1921. I believe in starting the erection 
of a new fire house in the Oaklands district. Sooner or 
later we will have to consider the installation of a new 
lire alarm system. It is generally admitted that the 
present one is in very bad shape. I would suggest that 
the City Council give consideration to this problem dur- 
ing the year. It will be advisable for us to listen with 
serious attention to the recommendations of the Chief of 
the Fire Department for improved service during the 
year. 


PARK COMMISSION. 

Total appropriations and reeipts for this depart- 
ment in 1922 amounted to $82,170.46. Acquiring of 
playgrounds and land purchases have reached a grand 
total of $80,998.50 for the past year. I strongly believe 
in playgrounds but 1 do not believe that we should con- 
tinue purchasing land for playgrounds and permitting 
the same to remain unimproved year after year. It is 
better to direct our energies this year to the laying out 
and the improving of the land already purchased. 

This department will show a shortage last year of 
$5000 less a credit of $2000 for loan — if a bill presented 
by Powers Brothers for labor on the First Street Oval is 
approved. For some unknown reason this bill has been 
presented to the Park Commission through the Mayor’s 
office. The labor charges involved have never been au- 
thorized by the board or its superintendent. I shall re* 
fuse to sanction this payment. 

ELECTION COMMISSION. 

The duties of this commission have been greatly 
increased during the past two years. The total expendi- 
tures for last year were about $33,444.59, an excess of 
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$8200 over the original appropriation. It is the inten- 
tion of the commission to add possibly 12 new precincts 
for the convenience of the voters next year, and I am in- 
clined to favor such a recommendation. 


DIRECTOR OE UNEMPLOYMENT. 

An unnecessary office, in my opinion, is the newly- 
created position of Director of Unemployment. It is a 
position of no material advantage to the city, and I do 
not believe we may legally spend the city’s money for 
such a purpose. The law provides the method of em- 
ployment under which departments may operate, and 
labor may be very readily secured by heads of depart- 
ments without such assistance if, in fact, assistance is 
now asked or given. I would recommend that this posi- 
tion be abolished. 


* POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Naturally I am somewhat familiar with the Police 
Department and its methods of operation. It is a de- 
partment which exerts a powerful influence for the gen- 
eral peace and order of the community. Much criticism, 
fair and unfair, is directed towards it. Under the pro- 
vision of the old and the new charter responsibility for 
law enforcement is squarely up to the Superintendent of 
Police. Total appropriations for the Police Department 
for the year 1922 amounted to $331,933.85. Total ex- 
penditures are estimated at $339,000. There is a short- 
age of nearly $8000 in this department. 

I have certain well-defined ideas relative to the 
conduct and management of the Police Department, and 
it is my intention at an early date to confer with the Su- 
perintendent of Police in a helpful spirit if co-operation 
with the sole object of strengthening the efficiency of the 
department. There is opportunity for much-needed im- 
provement. 
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PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


I would recommend the appointment of a standing 
committee of the City Council to be known as the Com- 
mittee of Public Utilities. This committee to give consid- 
eration to the relations of public service corporations 
with the city and the public in general. The committee 
would have the power to consider questions of rates, ser- 
vice, and complaints of the public relative to the opera- 
tion of public service corporations in this city. 

I would recommend that the committee give imme- 
diate consideration to the rates charged for gas in this 
city. If, after a study and a comparison of the figures 
with those of other cities, it is found that the charges 
here are excessive, this committee should recommend 
that the Mayor and the City Council petition the State 
Board of Public Service for a hearing and a revision of 
rates and charges for gas in this city. 

I have much to learn about the administration of 
public affairs. That is true of any man elected to the 
office of Mayor for the first time. I have, however, that 
conception of right and wrong with which God endowed 
every man, and I shall try to apply it in my conduct of 
the office. I may at times err in judgment, but rest as- 
sured that at all times I will be striving to live up to the 
oath which I have just taken. Perhaps I may learn the 
details of government more quickly than some of my fel- 
low citizens now expect. If so, I know they will be only 
too willing to give due credit and approval. In conclu- 
sion I may say I want the good will and the co-operation 
of the City Council, the School Committee, the adminis- 
trative heads of departments and my fellow citizens in 
general.

The entering age for children in the kindergarten schools is 
four years and three months and for children in the primary 
schools five years and six months, these ages to be as of the open- 
ing day of school. 

The law prescribes that every child between the ages of 
seven and fourteen years shall attend school during the entire 
time the public schools are in session. The law further 
prescribes that every illiterate minor, a minor who has not com- 
pleted the sixth grade being classified as illiterate, who is over 
sixteen years of age must attend evening school during the entire 
time that the school is in session. If a child is not employed in 
useful occupation he must attend school until he is sixteen years 
of age, regardless of the grade he may have reached in the schools. 
Every employed child who is less than sixteen years of age must 
attend continuation school for a period of at least four hours 
a week. 

The attendance officers do much to secure the attendance of 
children at school but, notwithstanding their efforts, there are 
many children in Lowell who are not sent to school with the 
regularity which the laws contemplate. 


SCHOOL HOUSES 

The most notable event of the year in the School Depart- 
ment was the entrance of the High School in September into 
its commodious new building. Two years and six months have 
passed since ground had been broken for the foundation, and 
all concerned, building commissioners, architect, contractor, school 
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officials, and pupils, were eager to see the building put to its 
anticipated use, thereby bringing to an end the unfavorable con- 
ditions under which for several years the High School had been 
administered. 

During the summer all necessary materials had been trans- 
ferred, and with the occupancy of the new building the use of 
the St. Ann’s Parish House, of the Kirk Street Primary School, 
of the Kirk Street Annex, of two portable school houses, and — 
with the exception of the drill shed and manual training rooms — 
of the Paige Street Annex, was given up by the High School. 
Once again nearly all the interests of the school were sheltered 
under one roof and, so far at least as the girls of the school are 
concerned, the long-endured and dangerous passing out of doors 
between recitation periods was at an end. 

The new building provides for the adequate carrying on of 
not only previous interests of the school but also new work in 
the fine and the practical arts and in physical training for both 
sexes. It has a beautiful auditorium seating more than 1800, 
which is equipped with stage, with stereopticon, and moving pic- 
ture machines ; physical, chemical, food, and clothing laborato- 
ries ; a large and well equipped lunch room ; locker rooms ; gym- 
nasiums and shower baths ; a much needed library and study 
rooms ; first aid room, and many other rooms for .special purposes 
too numerous to mention. It was planned to fit the needs of a 
large comprehensive high school, and it is due those responsible 
for it to say that the building proves to be to an admirable de- 
gree comfortable, convenient, adequate, and elegant. 

A registration the largest in the history of the school was 
planned for during the summer and on the first day more than 
2000 pupils were received and assigned to their home rooms and 
chosen classes ; period bells were rung, and six recitation and 
two recess periods were carried through successfully. The lunch 
room served refreshments and struck a popular note the opening 
day and never lost its hold on the pupils thereafter. 

In a few days the strangeness had worn off and the comforts 
and conveniences due to the new housing became apparent. The 
school day had been lengthened one-half hour by the School Com-

mittee, thus giving opportunity for six full recitation periods of 
forty-four minutes and two recesses of thirty minutes. Adequate 
time for a hot lunch at noon was provided — a convenience that has 
been favorably commented upon by numerous parents. The six 
recitation periods are arranged in three couples for laboratory 
and manual training purposes. There is an intermission of five 
minutes after the first couple, and longer recesses between the 
second and third couple. Testimony is abundant that due to this 
arrangement the longer day passes without noticeable fatigue. 
With the inspiration of larger numbers and of an augmented 
teaching corps, the school entered with zest upon the year's work. 

The new building evidently aroused an interest in the general 
public that has proved to be helpful. At several general assem- 
blies of the school, public spirited citizens have appeared to address 
the pupils upon matters of school and public interest. The first 
formal use of the new building by the general public was for con- 
certs in September by Lieut. -Commander John Philip Sousa and 
his band, which filled the auditorium to capacity both afternoon 
and evening. Later in the year the auditorium was opened on 
Sunday afternoons for lectures and entertainments given in the 
Moses Greeley Parker Lecture Course. . 

Upon the petition of the High School Alumni Association 
the School Committee voted to name and suitably mark the old 
assembly hall as “The Frank Fordyce Coburn Hall” and the new 
one as “The Cyrus Wendell Irish Auditorium.” 

The interest aroused among the alumni and the general public 
by the new high school facilities is most encouraging. The im- 
portance of secondary education is being recognized as never be- 
fore, and it is evident that the citizens of Lowell intend that their 
children shall have as good advantages as are provided anywhere 
else by communities of corresponding wealth. 

The building is not yet completed, and has not been trans- 
ferred to the School Committee by the High School Building 
Commission. Acknowledgment is due both the Commission and 
the General Contractor for permission to open the fall term in 
the new building. 
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Owing to the opening of the new High School building in 
September, it was found to be advisable to move the Girls’ Vo- 
cational school to the High School annex on Paige Street. The 
Morrill school, which had been used for many years as a primary 
school, was opened in September as a primary school and gave us 
school accommodations for lower grades which were needed in 
that district. 

Very frequently during recent years attention has been called 
to the need of a better and more up to date building in place of 
the Edson school. The building is very old and is not at all 
in keeping with present-day requirements.

MEDICAL AND DENTAL SUPERVISION 

By the terms of the charter which went into effect in Jan- 
uary, 1922 , medical and health supervision in the schools, which 
had been for many years under the control of the school depart- 
ment, was placed in the hands of the Board of Health. 

The Board of Health elected Dr. Francis A. Finnegan Direc- 
tor of Medical Inspection and Hygiene for all the schools, both 
public and private, and placed under his direction the physicians 
and nurses who had been in charge of the public and private 
schools.

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VOCATIONAL SCHOOL 

The twelfth year of the school opened with an enrollment of 
two hundred and twenty boys and one hundred and twenty girls. 
The only requirement for admission to the day classes of the 
Vocational School as far as age is concerned is that a pupil must 
not be less than fourteen and not more than twenty-five of age. 

All pupils must be residents of the state; for pupils who do 
not reside in Lowell there is a tuition charge of $200.00 for boys 
and $190.00 for girls, payable by the city or town of the non- 
resident pupil, regardless of his place of residence. 

The work is so arranged that a boy may enter at any time 
and advance as rapidly as his industry and ability will allow. 

The school offers preliminary training for boys as carpen- 
ters, electricians, cabinet-makers, machinists and automobile re- 
pairers. 

The boys are trained mostly on productive work in all de- 
partments and the work is of such a practical nature that they fit 
naturally into the industry in advanced apprenticeship standing. 

All the courses are planned for three years, seven hours a 
day, five days a week. 

The courses are divided into three phases consisting of about 
one year's work in each. Upon the satisfactory completion of any 
phase a certificate is given. 

If a boy gets three certificates and works at the trade for 
which the school has trained him, he is entitled to a diploma. 

The courses have been run on a weekly schedule as follows : 
Shop Science, one-half day; Academics, one day; Mechanical 
Drawing, one-half day; Physical Exercise, two hours, the time 
taken as far as possible from the time alloted to related work ; the 
remaining two and one-half days, are spent on practical work in 
the shops. 
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As the school was filled to capacity the use of two additional 
rooms at the Worthen Street school had to be continued. About 
fifty boys were turned away at the opening of the present school 
term.

GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT 
High School Annex, Paige & John Streets 
(Free to all girls living in the State of Massachusetts) 

In September the girls’ department moved to the old high 
school annex, on Paige and John Streets, and day and evening 
classes have been held there since the opening day. 

This school aims to prepare the girls of Lowell and surround- 
ing towns for life’s activities and duties; to give them a training in 
the branches of knowledge and the trades that are most useful in 
the home and in gaining a livelihood. 
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It is recognized that every girl preparing through any kind 
of an education for life will have more or less to do with a home, 
-with the chances largely in favor of her having at some time the 
entire care of a home; and upon the proper management of the 
home depends much of the happiness and success of our com- 
munity. Hence a training in home economy should be part of 
every girl's education. 

To meet these requirements the Vocational School offers two- 
year courses in housekeeping, dressmaking and power machine 
work. In addition the school teaches academic subjects which are 
related to the practical work in a way that makes their value fully 
appreciated. Millinery is taken up in season during the second 
year. 

Physical exercises, under direction, is an attraction of the 
junior and senior years. 

Dressmaking — This course is planned to fit a girl for the 
dressmaking trade. It includes plain sewing, dressmaking, model- 
ing, power machine work and mending.

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GIRLS’ LUNCH DEPARTMENT 
In February, 1916, the girls’ school opened the dining room 
at the State Normal School and since then has served dinners 
and luncheons to the faculty and students of the school. This 
gives a valuable training in preparing food in large quantities and 
also in serving ; the practice proved to be so valuable it seemed 
wise to make it a permanent part of the curriculum. 

The school sent out a class of 34 graduates on June 27, 1922. 
Home project work is a feature of the Vocational School 
Programme. By assignment the girls carry out at home many 
projects as a result of the instruction received in school. Much 
of the home project work is supervised. In this way the school 
assures itself that its instruction is functioning. Both the school 
and home have found the teachers’ visits helpful. 

The State Board of 'Education exercises a considerable con- 
trol over the school, as the state has agreed to pay one-half of the 
maintenance expense of the school. In order to secure reimburse- 
ment from the state, the courses of study, equipment, buildings 
and the work of the teachers must be approved by the agents of 
the State Board of Education. 


EVENING VOCATIONAL SCHOOL FOR MEN 


These courses are trade extension and are open only to men 
employed in that line of work during the day and who are sixteen 
years of age or over. • 

The school opens early in October and each class meets two 
evenings a week, two hours an evening, for twenty weeks.

WOMEN'S EVENING PRACTICAL ARTS 
Courses in cooking, sewing, millinery, embroidery and home 
nursing are in operation in several parts of the city from October 
to April, two evenings a week, two hours each evening. 

The classes are for employed women and girls sixteen years 
or over, and 1981 women were in attendance last year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PRIMARY GRADES, 
KINDERGARTENS AND SCHOOL GARDENS 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Full recognition is now being given by all students of peda- 
gogy to the importance of. the first years of the child’s school life. 

The first five years in the elementary grades is known as the 
motor period, the time for establishing right habits, right actions, 
right emotions, jt is the time for laying firm the foundations of 
reading, writing and number work, it is the time to commence 
training for citizenship. 

When the child enters the kindergarten or first grade he 
meets with new experiences. In the home his world was small and 
in most cases he was the center ; in the school, he is one of many, 
others have rights and he has responsibilities. 

The teacher of the kindergarten or first grade leads him to 
recognize the rights of others and to see that there are laws by 
which he and they are governed. 

She is watchful of his physical growth while developing his 
mental powers. 

In the early grades are all the children of all the people, in 
the higher grades the number falls off. 

Every child comes in contact with our first grade* teacher, she 
should be his best teacher. 

Only a teacher trained in the science of teaching, with a sym- 
pathetic nature, a model in voice and manner should be permitted 
to teach in the first grade. The first grade teacher should be a- 
selected teacher. 

There is a growing tendency among the young teachers com- 
ing into our schools to dislike being assigned to first grade work 
and if so placed, they seek to be transferred to the higher grades. 
This spirit is not conducive to the best results. 

We are fortunate in having in Lowell many teachers who 
have taught for years in the first grade, in fact it has been their 
life's work. They are superior teachers. 
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To retain the best teachers in the first grade and- to encour- 
age others to prepare for that grade some cities pay higher sala- 
ries, thus recognizing the value of the work of this grade. 

The vote of the School Committee making the entering age 
for primary school children five years and six months and for- 
the kindergarten four years and three months is in line with- the 
educational trend of the times. 

The opening of the Morrill school for primary and kinder- 
garten work, made possible by transferring the Girls’ Vocational 
School to the high school annex, has greatly relieved conditions 
in our most congested district. 

I do not know what would have become of all these little - 
non-English speaking children if this building had not been made 
available. All the children attending live in the immediate vicin- 
ity, it is a neighborhood school. 

In September, Miss Green, the principal, decided to send all 
children who had ever been to school and were able to take tip 
second or third grade work to the Cross and Cabot Street schools, 
as so many children, who had never been to school and were un- 
able to speak English, applied for admission. 

Under the care of three excellent teachers wonderful results 
have been obtained in a very short period. A visitor to the Morrill 
school would find now groups of clean, bright, happy children/ all 
able to follow directions, many talk English, and even the young- 
est are doing first grade work; the older children will* soon Take * 
up second grade work. " “•'* 4 

In the kindergarten the very little people are learning through 
games, songs and stories to express themselves in our language 
and to prepare for primary work. Through the children, the 
parents are reached and interested in American ideals. 

The Worthen Street school is still crowded to its capacity, the 
third grade of this school is in. the Green school building. Here, 
too, Americanization work is being carried on through the chil- 
dren, for more than one-half of those children who entered ifi 
September could not speak English and no English is spoken in. 
their homes. 

The West Sixth Street school, having been overcrowded, the 
third grade was transferred to a portable building in the Varnum 
school yard, 
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Children of the Tenth Street school were transferred to the 
Greenhalge primary in order to relieve the former school and yet 
the Tenth Street school needs further relief. 

In the Edson and Colburn districts numbers were equalized 
by the transfer of children from the Charles to the Central Street 
school and the opening of a room in the latter school. 

Reading : 

We are securing excellent results in reading through our 
uniform phonetic system and good reading material. 

Special attention has been paid to the dramatization of stories 
read in our reading books, this gives the children greater freedom 
and confidence, it improves enunciation and develops expression. 


KINDERGARTENS 

Every school district, except the Riverside, has at least one 
kindergarten. The kindergarten is the connecting link between the 
home and school. 

Kindergarten teachers assist in the primary schools two after- 
noons a week, and thus there is a closer union between the kinder- 
garten and primary grades than formerly; kindergarten methods 
have found their way in the primary grades and sub-primary 
work has been commenced in the kindergarten. 

Children who have attended the kindergarten for one year 
are permitted to enter the primary school three months younger 
than those who have not so attended. 


SCHOOL AND HOME GARDENS 
There is probably no activity which arouses and holds the 
interest of boys and girls during the first five or six years of 
school life than that of making and caring for a garden. 

School garden work is not included in the school curriculum 
but it is directed from the schools. 

During war time Congress appropriated money to assist in 
the direction and instruction of school garden work, this lapsed 
in June, 1919. and communities were left to finance their own 
work.

Manuals and garden lessons, printed under the direction of 
the United States Bureau of Education during war time, are still 
available. 

In Lowell, interest in garden work is stimulated bv the abun- 
dant supply of government seeds which we receive every year 
through our friend and Congressman, Honorable John Jacob 
Rogers. 

For our 1922 home gardens, 6,000 packages of seeds were 
received and distributed. 

It was planned to carry garden work through the first five 
grades only last year, but so firmly had the garden habit become 
established that in most of the grammar schools the pupils in the 
upper grades asked to be enrolled, plant and care for home 
gardens. 

The success of the garden in the school yard depends upon 
the interest taken by the janitor and teachers of the building. 

Among the well kept school gardens are the Lakeview Ave- 
nue, which has a succession of flowers in bloom from early 
spring until late autumn, the Agawam, Dover and Cabot Street 
gardens. 

The Cabot Street school is in a most congested district, the 
garden in the girls’ yard is a source of pride to the pupils and 
a delight to the people who pass by on their way to and from 
the mills. All last summer there was a riot of color in the beds 
of zinnias which were planted in the spring. The children who 
attend this school have no room for home gardens and they 
are eager to work in the school garden. 

Home garden work is organized in the different schools, 
each school has its own organization. To the officers appointed 
is assigned the work of ordering and distributing seeds, inspect- 
ing gardens, reporting on the same and collecting reports of 
pupils.

The director of garden work organizes the work and tries 
to visit each room, in which garden work is being carried on, 
three times during the garden season, to give directions for pre- 
paring the soil, selecting seeds, planting and harvesting. 

It would be impossible to visit all the home gardens, a lim- 
ited number especially recommended by the visiting officers, are 
visited. 

In caring for a garden a child learns to value his own rights 
and to respect the rights of others, in beautifying his own home 
surroundings he is improving the neighborhood, in growing fruits 
and vegetables he is assisting in the up-keep of his family, he is 
contributing his share to the home and to the community, he is 
preparing for citizenship. 

The formal studies of arithmetic, language, literature, draw- 
ing and writing all may be correlated with garden work. No 
other activity affords better opportunities for the so-called project 
method. 

Above all, the child has learned that through his own efforts 
a tiny seed has become a living plant bearing blooms and fruit. 
He has witnessed one of nature’s miracles.

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REPORT ON PHYSICAL EDUCATION 

The purpose of Physical Education as carried on in our de- 
partment is to develop co-ordination, strength, and endurance 
thru neuro-muscular training; to develop alertness and bodily 
vigor ; and thru observation of instructors to detect and advise 
to the extent that postural defects are corrected. 

In many cities and states the scope of the Physical Educa- 
tion includes all schools under civil supervision, playgrounds, and 
hygiene. Here in Lowell all grades from first grammer grade thru 
high school come under the supervision of physical department, 
hygiene being under the science department in the schools and 
playgrounds under the park department. 

This year a revised syllabus including rhythmic games and 
story plays for the first and second grades has been issued to 
teachers. An effort has been made to make all exercises suitable 
to class room work. Various conditions are. found in the differ- 
ent buildings and wherever exercises are not adaptable to the 
room the instructor substitutes an exercise that is more conveni- 
ent. Seventy-five minutes per week is allotted by each school for 
physical exercise. 

The athletic activities of the past year have been very suc- 
cessful. Thru the kindness of the Park Department we were 
able to use the North and South Commons for grammar school 
baseball. These games were always supervised by a member of 
the Physical Department. The championship in this sport was 
won by the Edson School. 

Last fall it was the intention of the department to introduce 
soccer football in the Junior High Schools. To this end the 
three Junior High Schools were furnished with soccer balls. The 
Varnum School was and is greatly handicapped because they have 
no open space in which to play. This school is in great need of a 
playground. The game was taught in the Bartlett and Morey 
Schools by their instructors. On invitation of the Abbot Worsted 
management boys of these schools were taken to Forge Village to 
witness a National Cup Championship game between the Worsted 
team and Roxbury. 
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The slow advance of soccer is due to misunderstanding of 
the game. It is a game that is valuable to all for the reasons that 
men beyond the ages of 35 and 40 can still play it, and also that 
it is an excellent training agent for many other sports. It proves 
invaluable to a punter in rugby. A soccer player must “bunt” 
the ball with his head at times and to do this must watch the ball 
until it comes in contact with his head — thus developing “an eye 
for the ball” — which is the secret of batting and golfing. Running 
is strenuous, thus making the game valuable to a track man. One 
must be shifty, and quick to take advantage of all situations 
which help in basketball. On the whole this game has all the 
qualifications that make a good game. 

A basket ball schedule is now being brought to a close with 
the Bartlett, Edson and Colburn Schools leading their respective 
divisions. 

The annual indoor track meet is to be held March 10. 

Misses Horner and Shay have done good work in introducing 
Captain ball in some of their sdhools. 

In the high school the work of the freshman class has ex- 
panded. A representative football team had a successful season. 
During the basket ball season there were 42 Freshman teams play- 
ing regularly scheduled games. These teams were made up by 
classifying all boys, and no boy was placed at a disadvantage be- 
cause of his age, weight, or height. 

This classification will be carried on in organizing baseball 
teams which will play a regular schedule. There will also be 
a representative baseball team in the freshman class. 

The junior high school presents a problem, that of fitting 
pupils to enter into sophomore work at the high school as is 
done in academic subjects. We can nearly approach high school 
freshman work in the Bartlett school, but in the Morey and Var- 
num schools gymnasiums and equipment are necessary before 
pupils can carry on sophomore high school work at the end of 
their junior high school course. 
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Towards the close of the year Major Walter R. Jeyes, a 
physical instructor, was detailed by vote of the School Committee 
to serve as Director of Fire and Accident Prevention for the 
school department.

CONTINUATION SCHOOL 

The Continuation School keeps the pupil along general edu- 
cational lines, but at the same time cements his education on to 
his vocational activity. 

In our school effort is being directed to the following classes 
of educational problems for young wage-earners. 

1. To provide opportunities for beginning to learn a trade 
by supplementing the shop experience of such as have a definite 
plan and purpose. 

2. To provide through craft work avocations for those em- 
ployed in non-manual or narrowly specialized industrial occupa- 
tions. 

3. To provide for the untrained, unskilled worker some of 
the opportunities which were lacking under the older forms of 
public education, for developing habits of industry, knowledge of 
individuals, aptitudes, and of the larger meaning of industry, to 
create the desire and purpose to work for cultural and industrial 
efficiency. 

Since the establishment of the school in September, 1920, 
2009 pupils have been enrolled; 1188 were granted certificates 
for completing their courses. 

A total of 95 were returned to regular day school. 

At the close of school in June, 1922, 112 girls received the 
Home Hygiene Certificates from the American Red Cross.

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JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 

In September of this year the Varnum School was organ- 
ized as a junior high school for the Centralville district of the 
city. The seventh grade pupils of the Greenhalge school were 
transferred to the Varnum, and at the beginning of the school year 
1924 all of the seventh, eighth and ninth grade pupils of the dis- 
trict will have been located in the Varnum School. 

The Bartlett and Morey districts have been organized on a 
junior high basis already, the Bartlett being in the third year of 
its organization and the Morey in the second year. 

The Butler-Edson-Colburn district is the only district suit- 
able for junior high organization which remains, and some special 
plan should be formulated for the Moody and Riverside Schools. 

This organization of the schools is in accordance with a plan 
'which was adopted by the School Committee in December, 1919, 
and went into effect in September, 1920. The development has 
been very gradual and reasonable time has been taken for the 
necessary changes and adjustments. 

So many erroneous beliefs are entertained concerning this 
type of school organization that it seems quite in place to reprint 
again a portion of the report which was submitted by the Super- 
intendent in 1919. 

From the report of the Superintendent submitted to the 
School Committee on December 3, 1919, the following is taken: 

What is a junior high school? A junior high school is a 
school which combines the last two grades of the elementary or 
grammar school system and the first or freshman year of the high 
school ; according to the best standards it should be maintained in 
its own properly-equipped building since it is a school of distinct 
character and purpose, but it may be and is maintained in buildings 
which contain other grades or units. But, as a part of a 6-3-3 
system, and I refer to the 6-3-3 system as it is understood by all 
educators and administrators, a true junior high school must 
present definite features. 

1. It should show a segregation or grouping in one school 
location of the children of the last two grammar school and the 
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first high school years of a district of considerable size because 
these children form a rather distinct group as to age and tempera- 
ment, and in order that their instruction will be so devised as to 
make an easy transition from elementary to high school methods. 

2. Larger numbers of children than the ordinary grammar 
school has in its. last two grades should be brought together in the 
junior high school group so that there may be a differentiation or 
a proper classification of children according to their tastes, 
tendencies, abilities, future courses of study in the high school, or 
occupations at the completion of their school attendance. 

3. The junior high school should offer such a range of sub- 
jects and activities as will serve to discover and test out the tastes, 
abilities and inclinations of boys and girls to a greater extent than 
is now possible in the ordinary type of grammar school. 

4. The teaching in all large or important subjects should be 
departmental; that is, the teacher of any subject should be a 
specialist in that subject and should give his time in the school 
almost exclusively to that subject, it being understood, however, 
that each child shall be assigned to a regular or “home-room” 
teacher who will have charge of all his minor subjects and have a 
personal interest in his attendance, conduct and general well-being. 

5. There should be in the junior high school a closer and 
more intimate relation with the high school with regard to super- 
vision, direction and co-operation than generally exists between 
the ordinary grammar school and the high school. 

6. The courses offered in the junior high school should be 
such courses as may or will be continued in the senior high school 
and the method of treating them should be such as will harmonize 
with the continuation of those courses in the high school. 

7. The third year of the junior high school unit must do 
fully and thoroughly the work of the first or freshman year of the 
senior high school so that the boy or girl who completes the three 
years of the junior high school organization will enter high school 
as a member of the second year or sophomore class. 

Any 6-3-3 system or junior high school system which does 
not show the characteristics which have been referred to in the 
preceding seven points is not a 6-3-3 or junior high school system. 

Pupils who entered the high school from the Bartlett Junior 
High in September, 1921, received some credit in freshman 
studies, and in September, 1922, a larger number received credits. 
At the completion of the school year in 1923 a large part of the 
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graduating class of the Bartlett School should enter the high 
school with sophomore or second-year standing. It is safe to pre- 
dict that in September, 1925, most of the pupils who enter the 
high school from the Bartlett and Morey Schools will enter with 
sophomore standing. 

An important consideration in connection with the junior 
high organization is that the preparation of large numbers of 
pupils for sophomore standing in the high school will virtually 
increase the capacity of the high school to the extent of these 
numbers. 

It was an important part of the plan of re-organization that 
the elementary school years or grades should be reduced from 
nine to eight; this reduction in the number of the grades was con- 
sidered wise only on the condition that the entering age for primary 
schools be raised from five years to five years and nine months. 
It is with great difficulty that the entering age has been kept at 
five years and six months and it is not fair to the plan of re- 
organization as a whole to change it in a most important respect 
while it is in progress of development. The changes in curricu- 
lum which we are endeavoring to make require such maturity in 
the children as can be secured only by a raised entering age for 
primary schools. Moreover, practically all public schools and 
many private schools which are on an eight-grade basis have a 
primary school entering age of approximately six years. 


VACATION CLASSES 

During the summer of 1922, vacation or review classes were 
held for a period of six weeks in the Green school. Pupils of the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades from all parts of the city and 
from private schools as well as from public attended these classes. 
There was reason to believe that the classes were profitable and 
that the work should be extended year by year. 

The school department also maintained classes in sewing, 
cooking, and shop- work for boys in connection with the summer 
playground activities of the Park department. These classes 
proved valuable and were profitable to many children. 
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EVENING AND MILL CLASSES 

Reference to the school directory and the printed roster of 
the schools will show a very extensive organization of classes out- 
side the regular day schools of the city. 

The evening schools have been for a number of years on a 
strictly professional basis. Owing to the large number of pupils 
who seek instruction in the high school it has been necessary to 
employ a few teachers who are not members of the day school 
corps, but the teachers are in the main regular day school teachers. 
The great demand for evening classes in dressmaking, millinery 
and cooking has called into the service many teachers who are 
not employed in the day vocational schools. Evening elementary 
classes, mill classes and Americanization classes are taught exclu- 
sively by regular day school teachers. 

All vocational, Americanization and mill classes are conducted 
as a joint enterprise by the state and the city; the state has a super- 
visory interest in this work and reimburses the city to the extent 
of one-half the maintenance cost of the classes. 

There has been a steady interest in the University Extension 
classes which are provided by the State Department of Educa- 
tion, and the school department has co-operated fully in this im- 
portant educational work. 

There has been for several years in the Green School a class 
in naturalization which has been in charge of the superintendent 
of schools ; the purpose of this class is to furnish instruction in 
civics and history to those who are seeking citizenship and to 
answer the questions which arise in connection with the cases of 
applicants. 


PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT CLASSES 

During the year there were two classes for teachers, one in 
English, taught by Mr. Sturtevant of the English department of 
the high school, and one in Arithmetic and methods, taught by the 
superintendent of schools. The attendance at these classes was 
large and it was the belief of all who were connected with them 
that they had great practical value.

Sections of Ordinances of 
City of Lowell 


The financial year shall begin on the first day of January and end on 
the thirty-first day of the following December, including both days, and 
all department books and accounts must be run accordingly. 

All departments and offices of the city government shall keep and 
furnish such records in book form cr otherwise, as shall be prescribed by 
the City Auditor. 

All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the city shall 
be subject to the inspection of the City Auditor. 

All or any city departmental officials, collecting money due the city 
for licenses, fees, fines, services rendered or for material sold, or for any 
other purpose, for which no bill was previously rendered, shall pay all such 
collections over to the City Treasurer on or before the last day of each 
month. 

All bills or claims for work performed must be presented to the 
department ordering the same ; those for supplies furnished and on account 
of contracts therefor should be presented to the Purchasing Agent. 

All bills or claims should be received by the city on or before the 
first day of the month. 

All department receipts for materials and supplies should be sent to 
the purchasing agent on or before the third day of the month, as it is 
impossible for him to approve bills for payment in due course after that 
date. 

All bills after approval by each commissioner should be listed and sent 
to the Auditor’s Department not later than the eighth day of each month. 

All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified by the City 
Auditor or paid shall be approved by the Municipal Council. 

All bills approved will be paid on the fifteenth day of each month.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the City of Lowell for the year ending December 31, 1922, 
and submit the following report: 

The records of the financial transactions of the several departments 
were examined, and a comparison was made with the books in the 
auditor's and the treasurer’s departments. 

The appropriation, transfer, and loan orders voted by the City 
Council were examined and checked with the auditor’s books. 

The books in the auditor’s office were examined and checked. 
The receipts of the treasurer as reported were proved, and the pay-

ments were checked with the treasury warrants and the treasurer’s 
books. 

The accounts receivable ledger was examined and proved to the 
controlling account in the general ledger, and was checked with the 
records of bills made out by the several departments and with the 
reported payments to the treasurer. 

The outstanding debt was listed and proved, it being noted that 
the loans issued during the year had been properly authorized. The 
reported payments of maturing debt and interest were compared with 
the amounts falling due. 

The ledger accounts were examined and checked and a trial bal- 
ance was taken off proving the ledger to be in balance. A balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the city as of December 31, 
1922, was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer and collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book was footed and the recorded 
receipts were checked with the books of the several departments col- 
lecting money for the city and with the auditor’s books; and the dis- 
bursements were checked with the warrants authorizing them and with 
the auditor’s ledger accounts. 

The cash on hand was verified by an actual count and the bank 
balances were reconciled with the bank statements. 

The trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
the income was found to be as recorded. 

The commitments of taxes, assessments, and departmental ac- 
counts receivable were examined and checked with the auditor’s books. 
The abatements were compared with the records of abatements 
granted, and the receipts were checked with the payments to the 
treasurer. 

The outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the con- 
trolling accounts in the auditor’s ledger. Verification notices of un- 
paid accounts were mailed to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the city, and from the replies 
received, I am satisfied that the accounts are correct. 

Some of the departmental accounts receivable are long overdue, 
and the city solicitor should take some action toward the collection 
of these accounts. 

The assessors should determine if the balance of the 1919 excise 
tax outstanding at the present tiijie was properly assessed, and if it 
is uncollectable, the amount should be abated. 

Th<" city clerk's record of receipts for licenses, permits, and fees 
were examined and checked in detail with the office records. The pay- 
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ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s and the 
auditor’s books. 

The records of receipts of the licence commissioners for licenses 
issued were checked with the copies of licenses on file, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were checked with the treasurer’s and auditor’s 
books. 

The receipts of the 1 ibrary department were examined and checked. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified by the treasurer's and the 
auditor’s books. The following is a summary of the receipts:

The record of receipts of the vocational school kitchen were ex- 
amined and the cash on hand verified. The receipts have not been 
paid to the treasurer, but have been expended by the director of the 
school course, which is contrary to certain general laws. It was recom- 
mended that the receipts be paid to the treasurer and that expendi- 
tures be approved by the school department and the auditor, which 
will be done in the future.

The record of receipts from the milk inspector, the sealer of 
weights and measures, the public scales, and the vocational school, as 
well as from the building, fire, health, and park departments were 
examined and the payments to the treasurer were checked with the 
treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The receipts of the water department were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer. The outstanding accounts were listed and the 
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amount of charges, abatements and discounts were checked and proved 
with the auditor’s books. 

The overdrawn balance of the water department was materially 
reduced during the past year, and it is expected that this item will be 
taken care of during the present year from the surplus revenue of 
the department. 

The cemetery receipts for the sale of lots and graves and for 
interments, care, etc., were examined and the payments to the treasurer 
were checked with the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. The out- 
standing cemetery bills in the collector’s office were listed, and the 
commitments of accounts' receivable to the collector, the amount of 
receipts, and the abatements granted w T ere checked and proved with 
the records in the cemetery office and in the auditor’s office. 

Some action should be taken toward the collection of the old 
bills, some of which are long overdue. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the ac- 
counts of all other departments receiving money were examined and 
checked to the treasurer’s and the auditor’s books. 

The sinking fund investments were examined and listed and the 
income was verified, all of which was found to be properly recorded 
on the books. Although the par value of the securities in the sinking 
fund is in excess of the loan, the market value of some of these securi- 
ties maturing subsequent to the maturity of the loan is considerably 
less than their par value. It will be necessary, therefore, for the city 
to make an annual appropriation until the amount which can be 
realized on the securities is equal to the loan. 

A special effort was made by the auditor to have all departmental 
bills payable presented to his office before the close of the last fiscal 
year, in an attempt to discontinue the former practice of carrying some 
bills forward to be paid from the revenue of the next year, with the 
result that there were some overdrawn appropriations at the close of 
the year. 

The attention of departmental officials should be called to Chapter 
253, Acts of 1922, which is an amendment to Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws and refers to the overdrawing of appropriation accounts or to 
the incurring of liabilities to be paid from the revenue of the following 
year, and is as follows: — 

Any city, town or district officer who knowingly violates, or 
authorizes or directs any official or employee to violate, any pro- 
vision of this chapter shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dolars; and the mayor, selectmen, prudential com- 
mittee or commissioners, shall, and five taxpayers may, report such 
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violation to the district attorney who shall investigate and prose- 
cute the same. 

The delay in completing the records of the charity department 
relative to cases where aid had been rendered to persons having a 
settlement outside of Lowell has permitted an accumlation of perfectly 
good claims for which no bills have ever been sent out. During the 
past few months, however, the billing of a number of cases has been 
completed and reimbursement received by the city on these accounts. 
It was suggested that the billing of the remaining cases be completed 
to the end of the current year, this suggestion meeting with a hearty 
response from the department superintendent, as well as from his as- 
sistants; and the entire office force is devoting as much time as pos- 
sible to the work. It seems probable, therefore, that all the accounts 
will be billed by the end of the year, and even if not all collected, will 
be reflected in the balance sheet as accounts receivable. 

Department officials issuing licenses or permits required by law or 
ordinance should, after due notice, report to the proper authorities all 
known cases of failure to obtain or renew a license or permit for the 
stated period of time. 

The surety bonds furnished by departmental officials for the faith- 
ful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash summaries of the tax, assessment and departmental 
accounts receivable, together with tables showing the transactions of 
the sinking and trust funds. 

For the co-operation and courtesy extended by every departmental 
official during the process of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and myself, to express my appreciation.

Gentlemen : — 

The forty-fifth annual report of the Board of Health 
is respectfully submitted. 

The members of the Board of Health consisting of 
Dr. Pierre Brunelle, Fisher H. Pearson and Dr. Francis 
R. Mahony, having been duly appointed, confirmed and 
qualified in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
383 of the Acts of 1920 assembled for organization Satur- 
day, January 7th, 1922, and elected Dr. Pierre Brunelle 
Chairman. 

There were forty-three meetings held during the 
year. 


GENERAL DEATH RATE 

The general death rate for 1922 showed a slight 
increase over 1921, there being 1534 deaths in 1922 as 
cdmpared with 1469 in 1921, or an increase of sixty-five 
deaths. 

The death rate per one thousand of the population 
for 1922 was 13.60 as compared with 13.02 in 1921. 
These figures include deaths of non-residents, but ex- 
clude stillbirths. 
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INFANT MORTALITY 

Infant deaths for 1922 showed only a slight increase 
in totals over 1921, there being 288 deaths under one 
year of age in 1922 as compared with 286 in 1921; but, 
there was a greater increase in the rate per 1000 births 
for the reason that there were 184 less births in 1922 
than during the preceding year, which is reflected in 
an increased death rate per 1000 births — 97 in 1922 as 
compared with 90 in 1921. 

There were 2977 deaths in 1922 as compared with 
3161 in 1921. 

TYPHOID FEVER 

There were 11 cases of Typhoid Fever reported for 
1922 with three deaths (and they were cases brought 
from other towns) compared with 27 cases and 6 deaths 
for 1921. 


MEASLES 

The reported cases of Measles for the year was 
145 with 1 death, as compared with 731 cases and 6 
deaths in 1921. 


DIPHTHERIA 

There was a marked reduction in the deaths from 
diphtheria and croup in 1922 as compared with 1921. 

In 1922 there were 213 cases of this disease reported 
and 16 deaths, as compared with 263 cases reported and 
35 deaths in 1921. 

With the introduction of the Director of School 
Hygiene under the Supervision of the Health Depart- 
ment, the Schick test was inaugurated during the year. 
The Public should take greater advantage of this test 
and the use of toxin-antitoxin. The Schick test will 
identify susceptible children and the toxin-antitoxin in- 
oculation will immunize them with certainty against 
diphtheria. 
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These facts cannot to be too strongly emphasized, 
particularly in children of pre-school age. 

In 1922 there where 13 deaths among children less 
than five years of age, caused by diphtheria and croup, 
out of a total of 16 deaths and in 1921 there were 22 
deaths of children under five years of age out of a total 
of 35 deaths, resulting from the same causes. Many 
of the lives thus lost might have been saved, had the 
parents of the children taken advantage of the Schick 
test, and the toxin-antitoxin treatment. 


SCARLET FEVER 

There were 130 cases of scarlet fever reported for 
1922 and 1 death compared with 53 cases and no deaths 
in 1921. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

There were 214 cases of Tuberculosis of all forms 
reported in 1922 compared with 249 cases in 1921. The 
deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) was 102, an in- 
crease of 17 from those recorded in 1921. 


GARBAGE COLLECTION 

The problem of collecting and disposing of garbage 
is yearly becoming more complex. 

It was found necessary at times during the year to 
give away some of the garbage collected, rather than 
have it accumulate and create a nuisance at the Health 
Yard. 

This is not in accord with the established policy of 
the department in realizing a revenue from this source, 
but the situation demanded immediate solution, and no 
other avenue was apparent.

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THE SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF THE LOWELL ISOLATION 
HOSPITAL FOR THE YEAR 1922. 


To the Board of Health of the City of Lowell 
Gentlemen : — 

I have the honor of submitting to you the second 
annual report of the Lowell Isolation Hospital for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1922. 

The records show that, during the year 1922, 119 
tubercular patients and 36 contagious patients have been 
treated. There were 36 patients in the hospital at the 
beginning of the year; 22 males and 14 females in the 
Tubercular Ward and no patients in the Contagious 
Ward. During the year, 83 tubercular patients and 36 
contagious patients have been admitted. At the end of 
the year there were 40 patients in the hospital; 18 males 
and 18 females in the tubercular ward, and 2 cases of 
scarlet fever, one of diphtheria and one of erysipelas in 
the contagious ward. 

The Lowest number of patients during the year was 
34 on Jan. 4th, 5th, 6th, and Oct. the 31st. The highest 
number of patients was 57 on July 7th. The daily aver- 
age in the tubercular ward was 44.2 and the daily average 
in the contagious ward was 1.9, making a dailv average 
in both departments of 46.1 or 12.3 more than last year 
The total number of hospital days was 16,822 for the 
year. 

There were 83 patients discharged from the tuber- 
cular ward; 7 apparently arrested, one quiescent, 33 
improved, and 16 unimproved, while 26 have died. The 
average duration of residence in the hospital was 107.8 
days. 
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Of the patients discharged during the year, 33 
gained in weight, a total gain of 306 pounds, making 
an average gain in weight of 9.3 pounds. The 36 cases 
remaining in the hospital made an average gain of 10.1 
pounds. 

There were 36 cases admitted to the contagious ward 
during the year; 18 cases of diphtheria, 7 of scarlet fever, 
5 of erysipelas, 4 of spinal meningitis, and 2 of whooping 
cough. Of these, 26 were discharged entirely recovered, 
3 spinal meningitis cases died shortly after entrance, 
one erysipelas and one diphtheria patient diedl, £,nd 
one scarlet fever case died within the first twenty-four 
hours. Four patients were still in the contagious ward 
Jan. 1st, 1923. 

The total expenditures for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1922 were $60,776.55, but from this amount there was 
taken $2,418.50 to pay for bills contracted in the previous 
year and sent in for payment in 1921 and figured in 
the expenditures and per capita cost of that year, making 
a net expenditure for the year 1922 of $58,358.05. These 
expenditures were divided as follows: $43,453.38 for the 
Tubercular ward, and $14,904.67 for the contagious ward. 

The per capita cost of the tubercular ward for the 
year 1922 was $18.83 per week and the per capita cost 
of the entire hospital was $24.27 per week. 

However, to offset these expenditures the City Treas- 
urer lias received the sum of $8,528.79 from various 
sources, leaving a net expense to the city of only 
$49,829.26 
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This sum of $8,528.79 is divided as follows: 

$ 627.50 — cash from tubercular patients for board and 
care. 

105.66 — from other cities and towns for care of tuber- 
cular patients. 

478.50 — from the State for State Tubercular cases. 

6,997.82 — Subsidy from the State for tubercular pa- 
tients for the year 1921. 


$8,209.48 — Total received from Tubercular cases. 

19.29 — from State for contagious cases other fhan 
tuberculosis. 

302.02 — Cash from Contagious cases for Board and 
care. 


$8,528.79 — Received from all sources for board and care 
of Tubercular and contagious patients.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL HYGIENE 

Febuary 1922, a reorganization of the School Hy- 
giene system was effected. A full time director was em- 
ployed and physicians and nurses were placed under his 
supervision. This division was known as thtf sub-division 
of School Hygiene, and was placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Health. 

Two new nurses were added, making a total of six 
school nurses, while the school physicians numbered ten. 
Reassignments were made out with careful consideration 
given to the number of pupils assigned to each doctor 
and nurse. The apparent value of the reorganization is 
evident when we consider that under the Board of Health 
we have one unit, supervising the medical supervision 
of schools, caring for both private, parochial and public 
schools, whereas under the old arrangement we were 
faced with a two-headed organization, one under the 
School Committee caring for the public schools, and an- 
other under the Board of Health caring for private and 
parochial schools. 

Moreover, it is the consensus of opinion of health of- 
ficers that in cities where we are confronted with the pro- 
blem of private, parochial and public schools, it is nec- 
essary that the work be placed as one unit under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Health, and it is being ad- 
vocated that full time directors of school hygiene be em- 
ployed to supervise this work. 

Standardized rules and regulations governing the 
work of the doctors and nurses were made out. 

Rules and regulations governing the exclusion and 
readmission to schools of children sick with commun- 
icable diseases, and also contacts were made out, printed 
and set up in every school in the city. Copies were mail- 
ed to physicians and nurses. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 
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Carrying out the plan of control of diphtheria as 
advocated by the State Department of Public Health 
there was inaugurated the Schick test upon school chil- 
ren. This work was done only upon consent of the 
parents or guardians of our school children- Printed 
circulars were sent home to parents explaining this pro- 
cedure and asking that they sign the pamphlet if they 
wished their children tested for susceptibility to diph- 
theria’ The appended report is self-explanatory of the 
success of this work. 

In addition to the physical examination of the school 
children, weights and measurements were added to the 
health card. This was done with a view to determine the 
percentage of underweight children in our schools. 

While the work is not yet completed, we are able to 
give a fair estimate of our underweight children. Suit- 
able circulars which are made in milk bottle shape, and 
containing the eight health habits, a place for recording 
the weight and the normal weight were seht home with 
each child, so that the parent might be informed of their 
condition. These children and their parents were given 
special attention in the follow-up work of our school 
nurses. 

Healthtalks by the nurses are given periodically to 
the children, it being so arranged that one topic is taken 
at a time. 

The director of school hygiene has through various 
talks to parent-teachers and other organizations ac- 
quainted the public with the nature of the workings of 
this department. 

Through the efforts of a member of the school board, 
milk was placed in the schools as a mid-morning lunch. 

Its value is already apparent, for in a careful, close fol- 
low-up of certain children who receive milk through ben- 
eficence of the Lowell Tuberculosis League, it has been 
found after a three months 9 trial that the average gain in 
weight was approximately three pounds. 
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Cooperating with the Park Department, the Board of 
Health assigned a school nurse for work upon the play- 
grounds during the playground season. Her work was 
outlined by the director of school hygiene who consider- 
ed the playground in the same aspect as a school. Com- 
municable diseases reported were mailed each day to the 
Park Department and this nurse saw to it that neither 
the infected child nor contacts were upon the grounds un- 
til a release certificate was furnished by the board of 
health. 

Inspection of playground children by this nurse was 
carried out just as is done in school. Emergency or first- 
aid was also furnished by her. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

That our nursing staff be increased to ten nurses, so 
that we will be in conformity with the Child Welfare 
standards of the U. S. requiring one school nurse for each 
two thousand school children. 

That our dental personnel be increased, adding a 
dental hygienist whose work would be teaching oral hy- 
giene and doing cleanings, thereby relieving the dentist 
of this work, making it possible for more children to re- 
ceive necessary dental care at the clinic. 

That there be a travelling dental clinic added to the 
equipment so that in the early months of the school year, 
the municipal dentist could visit each school and clean up 
emergency cases. 

That there be the establishment of special nutrition 
classes in open air school rooms, for the present three to 
be located in different sections of the city, cooperating 
with the School Department. 


BOARD OP HEALTH. 
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SUMMER CAMP 

During the months of July and August for four 
weeks the Summer Camp for Undernourished Children 
was opened for the first time. Equipment was procured 
by your honorable board, and with the assistance of other 
municipal departments such as the Building Department 
that erected the building and installed the sanitaries, and 
the Park Department that furnished an instructess and 
material for organized play, together with the philan- 
thropic spirit of private individuals who, in several in- 
stances furnished necessary articles of equipment, we 
were enabled at a minimum cost to run this new feature 
of preventive medicine. 

Nurses from the Board of Health, the School Hy- 
giene Division of the Board, and the Lowell Tuberculosis 
League were on duty in their turn. Caretakers were 
furnished by the Park Department, and a cook was 
employed. 

The plan was two weeks for Boys and two weeks 


for Girls.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF MILK 

Lowell, Mass., Jan. 1st, 1923. 


To the Lowell Board of Health. 


Gentlemen : — 


I have the honor to present the report of the De- 
partment of Milk, Vinegar, and Oleomargarine for the 
twelve months beginning Jan. 1, 1922. 

There were 755 stores and restaurants licensed to 
sell milk, and 73 stores were issued oleomargarine licen- 
ses during the year. 61 milk dealers were issued wagon 
licenses after their milk plants had been inspected. The 
licenses of four milk dealers were revoked and the milk 
from nine producers was shut off at different times dur- 
ing the year. $444.50 received from licenses was paid 
over to the City Treasurer. 

4979 samples of milk, 19 samples of vinegar, 6 
samples of butter, and 72 samples of ice cream have been 
analyzed. 2827 samples of milk were tested for sediment. 
Bacterial examinations were made on 483 samples of 
milk. Examinations were made of samples of liquor 
submitted by the Police Department. 87 samples of wa- 
ter were examined. Samples of milk were seized from 
174 wagons, 84 restaurants, and 49 dairy farms. 

896 visits to stores or restaurants, 243 visits to 
dairy farms, 162 milk plant inspections, and 46 train in- 
spections were made during the year. 

Over 3400 letters were sent from this office during 
the year. 
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There were 38 prosecutions for violation of the 
Milk Laws, three for adulterated milk, five for skimmed 
milk, two for selling without a license, and 28 for milk 
below: standard, making it necessary for the Milk In- 
spector to appear before the local Court 49 times and sev- 
en times at the Superior Court. The fines imposed to- 
talled $710.80. 

59 Complaints against milk dealers and producers 
were investigated during the year. 

The average daily consumption of milk for the 
City was 40,210 qts. of milk. 43.6 per cent of the milk 
sold in Lowell in 1922 was pasteurized.

Tlie clinic examined two hundred and forty-eight 
children. One hundred and eighty five of these children 
had been exposed, to tuberculosis infection, ten of these 
children were found with various degrees of infection 
and were sent to the State Sanatorium at Westfield. 

The accepted theory of today is that tuberculosis 
begins in childhood and if more attention were given the 
disease at this stage of life, there would be a marked dim- 
inution of active tuberculosis during adult life, and pro- 
bably no other factor would have a greater bearing upon 
the final solution of the tuberculosis problem. 

The Preventorium, Summer Camps, SUMMMER 
PLAY-GROUNDS AND OPEN AIR SCHOOLS are the 
means which we have to take care of the undernourished, 
underdeveloped children and all those children who have 
been exposed to active tuberculosis. 
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The large number of housewives show the influence 
of indoor life, frequent cliildbirths and poor economic 
surroundings. 

The number of mill workers examined were sur- 
prisingly small considering the numbei of people work- 
ing in the mills of Lowell. The indoor working and 
dusty surroundings would predispose to this disease.

TELEPHONE 

The telephone system is the same that was installed in 1913 
consisting of one thirty line switchboard located at the Palmer 
Street Station, which is connected with the central office of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company by two toll 
lines, and also the thirteen different fire stations, the Chief’s 
office and residence, the three District Chiefs’ residences and 
battery room with eleven local lines. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 

This department is maintained by the City, and consists of 
fifteen permanent men. They have responded to three hun- 
dred and twenty-six alarms ; in service one hundred and seven- 
ty-six and one-half hours; spread three hundred and seventeen 
covers ; used thirty-three extinguishers and sixty-two tanks ; 
raised five hundred and ten feet of ladders. 

FIRE PREVENTION 

A systematic inspection of buildings is made by the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department in order to relieve the fire hazard 
of the city. Each company has ,a certain district to inspect, 
and each inspection is recorded on a printed slip with report of 
conditions found. These slips are turned over to the Chief of 
the Department, and, when the conditions found are considered 
dangerous, letters are sent to both owners and tenants to have 
said conditions remedied ; 9,907 buildings were inspected dur- 
ing the year by the different companies. 

FIRES AND LOSSES 

The whole number of alarms during the year ending De- 
cember 31st, 1922, was one thousand three hundred and six 
(1,306). Three hundred and thirty-one (331) were given from 
signal boxes; five hundred and sixty-one (561) telephones; one 
hundred and ninety (190) stills; fourteen (14) automatics; 
thirty-two (32) exposures; and one hundred and seventy-eight 
(178) reported fires. The “No School” signal was given seven- 
teen (17) times. There were four hundred and sixty-seven 
(467) fires extinguished by chemicals alone and two hundred 
and eighty-two (282) where water was used. The remaining 
number were extinguished by other means or had been put out 
before the arrival of the department. One hundred and eleven 
(111) were in brick or stone buildings; four hundred and sev- 


enty-eight (478) in frame buildings and five hundred and thir- 
ty-nine (539) other than building fires. The reported fires 
were mostly in frame buildings. 

The whole amount of loss, except the reported fires, was 
four hundred fifty-two thousand, eight hundred thirty-seven 
dollars and sixty-one cents ($452,837.61) ; insurance, five mil- 
lion, two hundred three thousand, one hundred forty dollars 
and thirty-four cents ($5,203,140.34) ; insurance paid, four hun- 
dred thirty-three thousand, five hundred thirty-seven dollars 
and ninety-seven cents ($433,537.97) ; loss above insurance, 
nineteen thousand, two hundred ninety-nine dollars and sixty- 
four cents ($19,299.64) ; valuation, five million, one hundred 
ninety-one thousand, four hundred four dollars ($5,191,404.) The 
reported loss was fourteen thousand, nine hundred sixty-eight 
dollars and thirty-five cents ($14,968.35) ; insurance, eighteen 
million, one hundred seventy-two thousand, two hundred sev- 
enty-five dollars ($18,172,275) ; valuation, eighteen million, two 
hundred seventy-two thousand, nine hundred dollars 
($18,272,900).

FOR THE YEAR 1922 


To the Hon. John J. Donovan, Mayor, and Members of the 

City Council : 

Gentlemen : 

On behalf of the Board of Park Commissioners, I beg 
to submit herewith, a report of the activities of the Park 
Department for the year 1922. 

In general, the details of our work will be found cov- 
ered in an adequate way in the report of Superintendent 
Kernan submitted herewith. In addition to his record, I 
should like to call special attention to the fact that the year 
now closing has been rendered notable in the activities of 
our city through the opening of the splendid Memorial Au- 
ditorium. This has offered to the Park Commissioners, an 
opportunity for extending its activities in the way of indoor 
recreation for the public. A start has already been made 
in this matter through the holding of Municipal Dances and 
exercises of a patriotic nature in connection with the more 
important holidays of the year. The Municipal Dances 
have proved to be very successful and have served to bring 
together large numbers of our citizens in a way that was of 
great value in the development of civic spirit. The Christ- 
mas exercises also proved a source of enlightenment and 
inspiration to the many thousands who attended them and 
it showed that the Auditorium is to be one of the great as- 
sets to the city through its development as a civic center in 
which all citizens take a just pride. 
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The year has also been notable for the fact that the 
City Council has made large additions of land to our park 
and playground facilities. The acquisition of an extensive 
area in the Highlands has met one of the greatest needs be- 
cause it has provided ample space for recreation to a thick- 
ly populated part of the city where such opportunity was 
greatly needed. Other additions have provided in a less 
important way for recreation facilities in other parts of the 
city. 

We have also been able, during the year, to make sub- 
stantial permanent improvements in various places where 
such improvement was greatly needed. Along the Paw- 
tucket Boulevard, at Mann Square, and in the Anne Street 
Parkway considerable money has been spent with the result 
of greatly improving the situation in each case. 

The final solution of the long-standing problem con- 
nected with the development of the First Street Oval has 
been another important bit of progress during the year. 
The plans already carried out or now in process of comple- 
tion should make this important approach to the city, not 
only an attractive parkway but also an unrivalled oppor- 
tunity for outdoor recreation. 

The opportunities of the Park Commission as a center 
for civic activities in connection with the wholesome recre- 
ation of children and adults, are becoming greater every 
year. During the last summer, important progress was made 
in connection with the playground work and the board 
wishes to express its obligations to Messrs. Kernan and Sul- 
livan for the admirable way in which this work was super- 
vised as well as to the staff of playground teachers for their 
devoted efforts in giving the children of the city a pleasant 
and profitable summer. We also wish to express to the 
Lowell School Committee, Superintendent Molloy, and the 
teachers concerned, our appreciation of the co-operation 
between the School Department and the Park Department 
in connection with the industrial activities carried on dur- 
ing the summer as a part of the work of playground child- 
ren. 
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On the whole, we feel that the year has been one of un- 
usual progress and that this progress is largely due to the 
generous support of the Mayor, the City Council, and the 
cordial co-operation of the various city departments as 
well as the helpful suggestions of many citizens. We also 
feel that great credit is due to Superintendent Kernan and 
all of the employees of the Department for their devoted 
interest and the splendid way in which they have carried 
on the work in various lines which' 1 have been assigned to 
them, and we render sincere and hearty thanks to all con- 
cerned.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the Board of Park Commissioners: 

Gentlemen : 

I herewith most respectfully submit my annual report 
of the work done under your direction in the park system 
for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

A park system is not a mere incident in the plan of a 
city, but a necessary part of any city plan. The policy of 
many of our cities has been to defer the selection of park 
sites until the public demand has become so strong that it 
cannot be ignored. If there are particular bits of wood- 
land or elevations with commanding outlooks, or low-lying 
lands traversed by a stream, they can be most advantageous- 
ly set aside as future parks. They should be acquired at 
the earliest possible date, and a little foresight in this re- 
spect would undoubtedly save great sums, for what is sure 
to be required some day. 

It is an acknowledged fact by all, that our parks min- 
ister to the enjoyment, the mental and moral needs of the 
people; they add to its reputation, to the charms that bring 
wealthy residents and that allow poorer ones to live in com- 
fort. They add to the prosperity of every industry; they 
decrease the cost of living and very noticeably diminish ju- 
venile crime and delinquency; they lighten the public load 
of pauperism, by bringing up more efficient population; 
they reduce the awful burden of disease through improve- 
ment of sanitation, and opportunity of natural refreshment 
and exercise, and the prevalence of crime by stimulating 
higher ideals and giving an outlet for pent-up lives. They 
help make life worth living, and contribute to the possibili- 
ty of living.

We cannot expect much loyalty or public service in a 
city where every scene is repellent, where every surround- 
ing constantly tells of sordid, brutal selfishness. 

“The greatest good of the greatest number, for the 
longest time” is after all, the thing to be considered. 

No other investment that a city can make is permanent, 
but parks once created are an everlasting asset, and instead 
of deteriorating in a century, or even in a thousand years, 
go on increasing in value to the end of the city's life. 

Nature has given us a climate particularly well suited 
to stimulate efficiency of production, and useful qualities in 
the waters of our streams that furnish the necessary condi- 
tions for certain of our manufacturing processes; but above 
all else it has furnished a rich and varied environment for 
health and pleasure that ministers to comfort, to alertness 
and to happy lives. 

The preservation and development then, of our great 
factors become a matter of vital concern from every stand- 
point economic as well as humanitarian. We cannot risk 
losing any of the natural gifts that make life especially 
well worth the living in our city. The character of our peo- 
ple will be made or unmade — by conditions which govern 
the use of their leisure hours. We have already existing 
advantages that are beyond the power of man to create or 
to supply. It will not do for us to disdain them. 

Parks are so necessary in a city that from its industrial 
aspect, the city actually begs for them as recreative cen- 
ters; for parks that will build up again the physical strength 
so freely expended, day by day, in factory and shop. How- 
ever, dull, ears may be to the aesthetic appeal, it is social, 
humanitarism and economic. 

We have done much the past year aside from our main- 
tenance, in developing park areas; and our city government 
has been fairly generous in acquiring park plots that will 
surely be a boon to future generations. 

Our maintenance costs are constantly climbing year by 
year, because of increased improvements. What was once 
a mere field, has been landscaped and planted with well

chosen shrubbery, making a fixed charge on upkeep. Then 
again the shorter hours of toil, together with the growth 
of population means a greater use of the parks, and again 
we have an increased maintenance charge. 

We have gone ahead with permanent improvements 
as far as our funds would permit, from our regular appro- 
priation. The slope at Shedd Park on the southerly side 
of Knapp Ave. has been permanently graded; a cinder 
sidewalk built; a four foot turf edge made to the gutter 
line of the street. We intend, in the early spring to seed 
the slope down making a good lawn area with a generous 
planting of suitable shrubs. In the turf edge, it is our in- 
tention, to plant a row of oak trees from Rogers street to 
the cemetery entrance. These will be at their best in later 
years. At the Boylston street side of Shedd Park we have 
built three additional tennis courts, making four in all. 
These indeed prove a mecca of attraction for lovers of this 
sport, from all sections of the city. The baseball diamond 
near Rogers street has been relocated, and graded with a 
clay surface making a fast playing field. An additional 
ballfield has been laid out at the far end of the pond and 
is most always well patronized. 

At Fort Hill Park we have rebuilt the old roadway lead- 
ing from near the cemetery entrance to the top of the hill, a 
distance of thirteen hundred feet. We followed the old line 
and grade, as to change same would mean quite an addi- 
tional expense. The same type of road (a tarvia bound 
macadam) was built, as on the main front road last year. 
We also built concrete gutters on both sides of the stiff 
grade, as well as the entire distance on the front main road- 
way. These, together with the catch basins installed, will 
take care of the necessary drainage, bringing the surface 
water down to the foot of the hill and preserve our road- 
way. 

In the Highland section of the city a tract of approxi- 
mately four and one-half acres was added to our park sys- 
tem during the summer. It is bounded by Parker, Stevens, 
Wilder and B streets and is nearly midway distant between 


two large schools, being about centrally located in a fast 
growing section of the city. A start was made late in the 
fall in the development of same. Much brush was cut 
away, as well as old stumps and trees. Our work was hin- 
dered somewhat by numerous boulders, in the course of 
rough grading. Because of their size it was necessary to 
drill and blast a great many of them. They were used to 
good advantage, however, as we built about five hundred 
lineal feet of dry drains, which will insure a dry surface 
when the park is finally graded. We were fortunate in 
obtaining 2000 yards of good filling before weather condi- 
tions put a stop to our work there, and this will enable us 
to make a good start in grading off a suitable area for play 
activities in the spring. 

Washington Park has been given attention during the 
year. Two plots of land were acquired near the Franklin 
School and graded, making a more convenient entrance 
from lower Middlesex street. Considerable grading was 
done in this park which brought the surface to an even 
grade. Some 1800 yards of good filling which we obtained 
gratis, was used in this work. A baseball diamond was 
laid out, and a good backstop built as well as an 8-foot 
wire fence constructed, so as to protect adjoining property. 

Our program of building a short stretch of riverbank 
wall along Varnum Ave. each year was continued again 
during the fall. We built 110 cubic yards of rubble re- 
taining wall and used 500 cubic yards of filling in grading, 
and backing same up. A fine riverbank park will soon be 
availed at this point. 

During the summer the city government purchased 
from the proprietors of the Locks and Canals Co. what is 
known as the First Street Oval, extending from Read street 
to Llewelyn street and which when developed will make a 
first class stadium almost in the heart of the city. No work 
was done after the purchase, because of the construction of 
a boulevard along the riverbank, which precluded any park 
work. 
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In addition to acquiring the Oval the city government 
provided means to take the land and buildings on First 
street from Varnum Park to McKenna’s Garage, some 250 
feet in length along the Merrimack river. Accordingly the 
buildings were razed, and a start made on rebuilding the 
riverbank wall which was off line and tottering. We hope 
to complete this another year, and landscape the whole 
area to First street, making a beauty spot at the entrance 
to our city. 

At the South Common the baseball diamond was re- 
located, and backstop rebuilt, which made it more desirable 
for the twilight league fans. A number of large elm trees 
were razed in order to give free access to the players, and 
some little grading done. Moveable bleachers were erect- 
ed along the third baseline, and proved a comfort during 
the games. As they are not made of sufficient strength to 
withstand the antics of the destructive element that hiber- 
nate there, when the diamond is not in use, I question the 
judgment of leaving them standing through the summer. 
A more substantial bleacher should be built covering both 
base lines. 

At the request of the baseball fans in Pawtucketville 
and West Centralville, temporary backstops were built on 
their respective ball fields, and some little grading done on 
the latter grounds. 

Our moving pictures were continued again for eight 
weeks during the summer. A show was given four nights 
each week in different sections of the city. They were 
much appreciated on a warm evening, as evidenced by our 
large attendance. We added a new exhibiting spot to our 
list this past summer, by showing one night a week on Lake- 
view Ave. on the river bank, near Coburn street. The au- 
diences here certainly justified the selection of this site. 

This year the scene of our Christmas Eve exercises was 
shifted from the front of City Hall to our new Auditorium. 
The usual Christmas tree was set up in the lawn fronting 
the building, and was brilliantly lighted by a myriad of 
small incandescent bulbs. These were lighted every evening 
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from Christmas Eve to and including New Year’s Eve. 
Our exercises were held inside the Auditorium to a capacity 
house. They consisted of a moving picture showing “The 
Coming of Santa Claus;” Christmas Carols sung by the dif- 
erent vested church choirs of the city, with Mrs. James A. 
Murphy and Mr. Andrew A. McCarthy as soloists; and 
“History of the Carols” read by Mr. Hugh J. Molloy. Greet- 
ings were extended by Mayor George H. Brown and mes- 
sages from friends of the city were flashed on the screen. 
Our program was completed by a concert given by the dif- 
ferent bands of the city and community singing followed. 
Holding the exercises indoors increased our audience great- 
ly and made it far more comfortable than in the past. 

Playgrounds and Recreation 

Last summer we operated fourteen playgrounds with 
an excellent corps of supervisors. Because of the large 
number of grounds, coupled with the fact that my other 
duties have increased more than three fold, it was deemed 
advisable to engage an assistant in direct charge of play- 
ground activities. We were more than fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of Mr. Arthur C. Sullivan, who proved a 
valuable asset to our staff, and kept enthusiasm at a high 
pitch through the summer, not only for the children but su- 
pervisors as well. At the close of our regular season a se- 
ries of tennis tournaments were conducted on the courts at 
Shedd Park, continuing late in the Fall, which were en- 
joyed by many enthusiasts and drew a large number of 
spectators. 

Below you will please find a report of Mr. Arthur C. 
Sullivan, Assistant Supervisor of Playgrounds. 


REPORT OF ASSISTANT SUPERVISOR OF 
PLAYGROUNDS 

Mr. John W. Kernan, 

Superintendent of Parks and Playgrounds: 

Dear Sir : 

In an effort to render more effective public service, a 
most efficient and extensive program of playground activi- 
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ties for the season of 1922 was determined upon. The sea- 
son opened July 10th, with the locational possibilities sub- 
stantially satisfied, as the few playgrounds of former years 
were extended to fourteen playgrounds and the many sec- 
tions of the city provided for. The administrative prob- 
lems were several. 

1st. The public interest must be aroused to realize the 
necessity and benefits of the playgrounds. 

2nd. The playground needs of the whole city must be 
determined and satisfied. 

3rd. The children must be taught the essentials of 
play as well as the play possibilities. 

These problems were met in the following manner: 

“Selling” Playgrounds. 

To the minds of many, playgrounds are merely lots of 
land where the neighborhood children go to avoid the 
wagons, autos and ice carts while some political appointee 
stands around in a silk dress watching the children. To 
overcome this prejudice was a telling problem of the play- 
ground administration. The tax paying public and the 
“childless parent” were to be taught that the playgrounds 
are as essential a preventative institution as are schools, 
jails, hospitals or other modern institutions. 

Play has now become as important an element in the 
daily routine of the common household as breakfast, din- 
ner or supper. As the educator sees the need of domestic 
training to develop the home, so the play instructors see 
the need of play development for the future welfare of the 
public and the home. 

Playground Locations: 

An examination of the playgrounds will reflect as to 
the effectiveness of the playgrounds as located this past 
season. This examination will be considered in compari- 
son with the various sections of the city. 

Centralville : 

This section of the city had an oversupply of play- 
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grounds as the Lakeview Ave. and Greenhalge playgrounds 
were in competition for children. The Varnum School was 
encouraging as it was a new playground in a section of the 
city where playgrounds were previously unknown to the 
children. 

It is respectfully recommended that in another year the 
Varnum Park be used for boys, as well as Dixwell field on 
Lakeview Ave. and that either the Lakeview Ave. or the 
Greenhalge playground be discontinued. The policy to 
be adopted as to the industrial work would be influential as 
to which playground to be abandoned. 

Belvidere : 

The Fayette Street, Moody School and Shedd Park 
playgrounds afforded ample opportunity for the smaller 
children. The only phase of the work neglected was that 
of the larger boys. The Fayette Street and Moody School 
playgrounds were not of sufficient size to accommodate the 
boys and the Shedd Park playground was rather distant. 

It is respectfully recommended that the Fayette Street 
playground be abandoned in a future year as it is too small 
for very effective work. A new location should be sought 
either on the vacant lot on Howe and Davidson streets, 
owned by the Mill or the Pond Street School yard ; the Howe 
Street lot being the preferable as larger and nearer the 
source of available children. It might be well to have 
Howe Street for a boys’ playground and have the Pond 
Street yard for girls. 

“The Flats.” 

This section is well provided for by the Butler School 
playground for girls and Chamber Street playground for 
the boys. It might be well if the boys’ playground were 
transferred in a future year to the upper section of Law- 
rence Street in the land acquired for a playground near the 
Concord River, having the present boys dividing between 
South Common and this new playground. The boys who 
have frequented Chamber Street are not properly respond- 
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in g to the playground activities and it is demeed unwise to 
continue this playground at its present location. 

The Highlands 

The Morey School, Franklin School (Washington Park) 
and Walker Street playgrounds were sufficient to cover this 
section. In another year the Walker Street playground 
should be abandoned, a new one located at the Lincoln 
School, and one in back of the Bartlett School in that land 
owned by the Locks and Canals Corporation. 

“Little Canada” Section 

The Aiken Street playground provides a suitable space 
for these children of this section, but the problem is more 
one of Americanization than play instruction. The lan- 
guage of the playground is French. The instructions must 
be in French to be effective. This playground presents a 
distinct problem and should be considered as such. It 
might be well to close this playground and then divide up 
the children in smaller playgrounds in school yards, and 
have many go to the North Common and the Lakeview Ave. 
playground. The leaders to be assigned to Aiken street, 
if it is deemed advisable to keep it open as most likely will 
be found to be the situation, should be selected expressly 
for this playground and special sanction of the Civil Ser- 
vice commission should be sought in this appointment. 

The Commons 

The North and South Commons are of such a large size 
that it is difficult to even attempt efficient playground in- 
struction because the number of children in attendance is 
too high. These playgrounds should be re-organized and 
several distinct playgrounds made on each. This would re- 
quire increased personnel, but the result would be telling 
and is necessary for continued benefit. 

The city is well provided with playgrounds with the 
exception of the Lincoln School, Wigginville and Pawtuck- 
etville. A playground is essential at the Lincoln School 
and one should be provided for both boys and girls. A 
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playground could be well conducted and profitably as well, 
at the Bath House to accommodate the Pawtucketville 
children. The Pawtucketville, upper Middlesex Street and 
Wigginville should be neighborhood playgrounds with no 
hired personnel, but volunteer workers using city athletic 
equipment to a limited amount. 

Tennis courts might well be constructed at the Muni- 
cipal Bath House and D Street playground in the High- 
lands this coming year. A battery of courts at the Bath 
House would be an added attraction and the swim after the 
game with the Bath House as a dressing room before and 
after the game would be an added inducement. 

The playground problem is not merely one of providing 
a suitable or available place to play, but it is a problem of 
better citizenship. Play now being an essential part in 
present day life, play possibilities and the elements of play 
must be taught to the chidren as preparatory for the period 
of life when play is a basis of rightful or wrongful living. 

It was the instructive end of play which was given the 
most thought this season, as it was deemed advisable to 
give first consideration to that class of children to be the 
first to leave the playgrounds and to make the work so at- 
tractive as to have the younger children anxious to later 
participate in these activities. 

Sportsmanship, fair play and team work being essen- 
tials of play and the fundamental elements, the competitive 
phase of play was given much thought in league games and 
championships. 

The girls had sectional leagues in baseball, volley ball 
and captain ball. Sectional track meets were held. The 
boys had baseball, track meets, kite flying contest, lake 
races, swimming races, etc. In all there were about 200 
competitive league games held during the season, or on the 
average about six competitive league games held each day 
throughout the city. The boys had their own league of- 
ficials who conducted the league ; the girls at the close had 
a baseball council which conducted the girls’ championship 
baseball league. The self-government on playgrounds 
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should be further developed and extended, as it is very ef- 
fective when properly administered and supervised. The 
winners of the sectional leagues played the others to the 
final determination of a city championship in each branch 
of sport. 

A second phase of play which was introduced and 
which should be further developed and extended is that of 
amateur dramatics and entertainments generally. This is 
an important phase of play and of extensive possibilities, so 
should be developed. Each playground had an entertain- 
ment each week, using the talent available and in some cas- 
es having good training. In another year one supervisor 
should be assigned to deveop this play possibility, and if 
necessary should be hired especially for that work. 

A third phase of play which was developed was that of 
outings and picnics. The average child in attendance at 
a playground feels a picnic is merely another name for a li- 
cense to overeat with the opportunity to do it. The air, the 
natural beauty and the nature possibilities mean nothing, 
and the success or failure of a picnic is weighed by the feel- 
ing the evening and morning after. The play possibilities 
of outings was introduced and where tried was very effec- 
tive, so this phase of playgrounds should be further devel- 
oped in another year, but done by having supervisors es- 
pecially assigned to this phase. One supervisor should 
know food value and the food possibilities for picnics. The 
play possibilities of dancing was shown and this should be 
further developed by having a special supervisor assigned 
for this work. The dancing of the past season was not as 
effective for the older girls as might be hoped as the new- 
ness of the athletic competition drew much attention of 
both the teachers and the children from this phase of the 
work, although the smaller children were quite efficient 
and produced good results. 

The general plan was experimental and introductory, 
but it proved to be most successful and should be contin- 
ued another year in a more developed stage. The work 
for next year should be organized before May 1st if possi- 
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ble so that the plans may be thoroughly familiar to the 
teachers and supervisors. There are few recommenda- 
tions to be made here as this work depends upon the ma- 
terial and the playgrounds finally determined upon. 

Industrial Work 

The industrial work is now assuming a position in 
playground work far in excess of its value and importance. 
The playground activities should be centered in physical 
development and the mental training essential to play, 
avoiding schooling whenever it was not necessary for play 
education. The supervision of the play and industrial 
work should not be divided between the Park Commission 
and the School Board; there should be a uniform system of 
supervision, so that the physical training of the children 
would not be handicapped by a desire to accomplish special 
work in industrial training. The competitive phase of this 
work during the past season was highly detrimental to a 
proper success of the playgrounds. 

I respectfully recommend the following: 

1. That industrial work be limited in its activities and 
be under the same supervision as the playgrounds. 

2. Swimming activities be encouraged by having an 
instructor on South Common. 

3. Have a school for play workers one week before 
the season opens. 

4. Have one supervisor in charge of each playground 
for both boys and girls. 

5. Give special attention to the development of out- 
ing clubs and dramatic work. 

6. Develop self-government on the playgrounds so as 
to make possible greater use of a small group of play work- 
ers. 

7. Determine playground policy before the first of 
May so that playgrounds may be sold to; the children be- 
fore the schools close in June. 
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8. Avoid the use of apparatus on the playground as 
was determined upon the past season. 

9. Establish municipal “gyms” for under developed 
children and special constructive work.

TREES 

As the result of the severe ice and sleet storm late in 
the year of 1921, much tree work confronted us at the start 
of the year 1922. Early in January a careful survey was 
made of the damage done, covering all the streets of the 
city, as well as the park areas, pictures being taken of 
many trees, that needed prompt attention. The estimated 
damage for restoration was placed at $30,000.00. The 
report was submitted to His Honor the Mayor, who took 
same under advisement. It was finally decreed that the 
work could be carried over a period of three years and con- 
sequently $10,000 was appropriated and charged to what 
was known as “Extraordinary Expense Account,” to make 
a start on the tree work for 1922. 

As soon as the funds were available, we set five tree 
gangs to work, starting in the center of the city, and work- 
ing outward, in different directions. One complete street 
was cleared of debris and dangerous limbs before another 
was taken on. By so doing, less expense was involved and 
better results obtained. Much work was encountered on 
the North and South Commons, the large elm trees having 
been hard hit. At Fort Hill Park, many of our specimen 
trees suffered, especially the white birch. 

Our tree men remained constantly at this work till late 
in August, when our funds were exhausted. The work for 
the remainder of the year was charged to our regular Park 
Department Appropriation, and because of this fact, only 
work that was imperative was attended to. 
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In the early spring the usual number of young trees 
were planted Arbor Day, a few in each section of the city. 
It is hoped to increase the number each succeeding year as 
our trees are now slowly on the wane, from one cause or 
another. 

In conclusion permit me to thank the Board for its sup- 
port given during the year, employees of the department 
for their faithfulness, the city officials, the playground 
teachers, the newspapers, and the public in general for the 
many kind favors rendered ; and the spirit of co-operation 
that has been shown the past year.
